University Agriculture Students 
Tour Ward Farm At Arrowwood 


A group of Agriculture students 
from the University of Alberta, 
while on a tour of farms and 
ranches in the Calgary area, stopp¬ 
ed in at the three Ward farms 
at Arrowwood on Thursday morn¬ 
ing, September 13. 

Personnel from the Faculty of 
Agriculture along with Don Mc¬ 
Kinnon of Calgary, accompanied 
the group on the tour. 

Milt, Jack and George Ward 
showed them the different corrals, 
feed lots and buildings at each 
farm. Considerable interest was 
shown in the home-built equip¬ 
ment. 

They were shown the herd of 
cows which has been bred the 
past two years by artificial inse¬ 
mination. This herd has been on 
a record of performance for the 
last six years. Methods of indivi¬ 
dual identification of the cows and 
of heat detection were discussed. 
The herd has been bred with the 
assistance of the local technician.

The start of a program which, 
it is hoped, will lead to the even¬ 
tual hard-surfacing of most of the 
residential streets in Vulcan was 
tentatively approved at a meeting 
of the town council Monday of 
last week. 

With the town Itself unable to 
finance a hard-surfacing program, 
it was thought that the frontage 
tax basis of paying for surfacing 
of residential streets might be ac¬ 
cepted by the ratepayers. The pro¬ 
ject proposed for this fall was ap¬ 
proved by a large majority of the 
property owners involved. 

Proposed for hard-surfacing this 
fall is four blocks of street from 
the Memorial Park corner up to 
the elementary school. This is part 
of the route used by school buses 
serving both the high school and 
the elementary school and was 
chosen for this reason. 

The cost will not be excessively 
high. Vulcan's streets already have 
a substantial gravel base, which 
will be scarified, distributed to the 
proper levels, re-packed and used 
as the base course. On this will 
be laid two inches of hot m i x 
asphalt. This type of construction 
has been found adequate for re¬ 
sidential streets in other towns 


Harvesting At 
Full Speed As 
Weather Holds 

Except lor a light rain shower 
Sunday night Lhu- held up opera¬ 
tions for moat of Monday, harvest¬ 
ing is progressing well as warm 
days and light winds speed the 
ripening of the late crops and 
enable combines to work until late 
at night. 

Swathing is practically com¬ 
pleted, even in the northern part 
of the county, according to the 
Alberta Wheat Pool reports; and 
if the present good weather holds 
another two weeks combining of 
wheat will be pretty well wound 
up. Up to this date, Southern Al¬ 
berta crops have escaped frost 
damage. This has been a real 
blessing in a year when crops were 
heavy and late and, except where 
there has been hail damage, wheat 
is grading 1 and 2 Northern and 
is of excellent color and weight. 

In the Vulcan district, wheat 
yields are averaging about 40 
bushels to the acre and the aver¬ 
age over the whole county is ex¬ 
pected to be over 30 bushels per

Police Chief Receives Long Service Award 


Thirty-one years in any profes¬ 
sion is a long haul but when those 
years are spent in the relatively : 
thankless role of a policeman it ! 
is time for an award of some ' 
sort. Since 1935 Vulcan Police 1 
Chief Gene Moyer has served the ] 
public in this capacity and he was 
recently presented with his Police , 
Service Medal from the Associa¬ 
tion of Chiefs, of Police at 
Montreal. 

Chief Moyer’s police career be¬ 
gan at Sechelt, a point up on the 
Pacific Coast from where he 
covered an area of 1500 square 
miles. In winter much of his 
transportation was a pair of 
strong legs and snowshoes. 

The most lively years of his 
career were spent with police 
patrol boats on customs and 
excise checking and in rescue 
work. 

In 1946 Mr. Moyer was married 
and spent three years as police 
chief at Bassano before coming 
to Vulcan in 1952. 

Hobbies become important as a 
change-of-pace in the life of a 
policeman and Mr. Moyer in¬ 
dulges in three such diversions. 
He is an instructor and secretary- 
treasurer of the Vulcan Amateur 
Radio Club, of which he and 
former resident Doug Wilson, had 
a hand in organizing. As a golfer 
he had the pleasure in 1958 of 


scoring the first hole-in-one on 
the local course and is on the 
fairways as often as is possible. 
Photography is another interest of 
Mr. Moyer and his work with 
black and white pictures is of 
professional calibre. 

In a job where almost every de¬

Aphid Control in Winter Wheat 
anil Cover Crop 

L. K. Peterson, the assistant 
supervisor of Crop Protection and 
Pest Control says to be on the 
lookout for infestations of English 
aphids. 

These aphids can't hurt our 
spring seeded crops now. They can 
damage winter wheat and cover 
crops quite badly. The damage is 
caused by sucking the sap out of 
the stems and loaves until finally 
after turning various shades of 
yellow and brown the plant dies. 

If you have over 300 aphids per 
linear foot, you would be well 
advised to spray with Malathion 
or Dimethoate as the label recom¬ 
mends. It is important to use at 
least five gallons of water solu¬ 
tion per acre. If ypu’re using 
Malathion - 10 gallons of water 
solution would be much better. 

The reason for the high rates 
of water is of course that the 
aphids spend most of their time 
feeding on the undersides of leaves 
or inside the leaf sheath.

Order Trees Now 

We have just received the 
second of two lists of trees and 
shrubs available from the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture. As in 
previous years, these trees will toe 
distributed free of charge except 
for transportation charges, if you 
are a bonafide farmer, have sum- 
merfallowed‘this year the area in 
which you intend to plant and 
your application Is accepted be¬ 
fore we run out of trees. 

There are no poplars or wil¬ 
lows available this year. Other¬ 
wise, the selection is about the 
same as was offered last year. 

When you make application, wo 
will ask you to indicate by means 
of a rough sketch where your 
trees and shrubs are to be planted. 
If you're planning for trees in 
1967 drop in the next time you're 
in Vulcan and pick' up the new 
list of trees.

Street Hard Surfacing 


LIVESTOCK 


It is encouraging to see the Vulcan town council 
finally come to grips with the problem of hard sur¬ 
facing town streets. 

The town itself, already in debt almost to the 
limit of its borrowing power because of the heavy 
expenditures on the water system in recent years, 
simply cannot finance a street paving program out 
of general revenue. The only alternative, then, is to 
have those who will most directly benefit from hard 
surfaced streets pay for them by means of a front¬ 
age tax spread over a ten year period, with each pro¬ 
perty owner having the option of pre-paying his entire 
cost at a savings of 25 per cent. 

That Vulcan property owners, as a whole, will 
support this method of paying for the surfacing of 
streets is evidenced by the fact that 96 per cent of 
the ratepayers whose properties front the initial four- 
block scheme from the Memorial Park to the Elemen¬ 
tary School signed the necessary petition. A two- 
thirds majority is required. 

It is to be hoped that this is just the start of 
a paving program that will see at least four blocks 
a year hard-topped. Certainly the avenue from down¬ 
town past the post office and up to the hospital should 
be high on the priority list and a long-range plan 
should be set up so that the most-used streets are, 
if possible, hard surfaced first. 

Regardless of how the street paving program pro¬ 
gresses, we are glad to see the need recognized by 
town council and the initial steps taken to implement 
such a program.
